Dear Editor—I am going to write 
you a letter; I hare heard of no one 
from Texas writing to The Time*. 1 
have Iota of friends In West Virginia 
u1k> would perhaps like to hear from 
me. Times are so busy that I can’t 
write personally to so many. 

1 am at Camp Trarle and hare been 
*!nce the 5th of September. I hare 
had seven months in the army, and 
find It much better than I thought 
when 1 enlisted fit Ronceverte last 
May. I was very much discouraged 
then, but I thought 1 would go ahead 
and do my bit for my country. Five 
days after I enlisted 1 arrived In Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio. I left there on May 
2* and arrived at Ft. Sam Houston. 
Texas, on June 2. 1 enjoyed the trip 
the first day and night, then I be¬ 
came worn out. and by the time I 
landed in Sam Houston I was the 
tlredest soldier in the bunch. They 
gave me a good supper and I went to 
bed, got a good rest and was all OK 
the next morning. ♦ 

Then came the drilling, and, O my! j 
the hot days. I could hardly stand | 
the beat for a while, but when 1 got ] 
used to It 1 did not mind it so much. 
We were drilled there three months, 
and then transferred to Camp Travis 
to help drill drafted recruits that 
were sent In. 

1 am now a sergeant and like army 
life tine. We have but a small com¬ 
pany of men here now. Nearly all of 
us are going to school. Tliere are 
different schools. I attend the gren¬ 
ade school, which is Important. I 
learn tiie different parts of the gren¬ 
ade and the different explosives used 
and the distance it is effective. 

Well. 1 like it here, but it makes 
me blue to think that 1 am so far 
away from liomo that I can’t spend 
Christmas with my people, but 1 will 
try and do the best 1 can. 

Well Texas is a good country that 
is as much as 1 have seen of it. We 
haven’t had any snow heic yet. but 
ha*A. Urei .sou**.. 

Our camp is four miles from San 
Antonia which is a nice town and 
quite a place of amusement, but we 
are quarantineed in for measles and 1 
haven’t been to town for over a month 
1 guess l will be like a sheep in a 
strange field when 1 do get to go.
